By United Press—The $30 every
/Thursday pension proposal, most
far-reaching of any pension plan
to 'be suggested since old age
security legislation assumed a
commanding position in polit-
ical affairs, is perhaps the most
widely ' discussed topic in Cal-
ifornia politics.

The plan has been denounced
as a visionary scheme which
would bring to California fin-
ancial ruin, It has been praised
as a forth-right response to the
demarid that “something must
be done”. to meet problems of
over-production and under - con-’
sumption. Its backers present
the plan as “Ham and Eggs for
Californians.”

Briefly, the $30 every Thurs-
day proponents advocate tha
sum as a means-of caring for old
people and simultaneously creat-
ing new business through a wide-
spread increase in purchasing
power.

Pro-
vided applicants observed qual-
ifications, the “super substitute
for money” would then be forth
coming for life.

Accepted for Taxes
The' initiative provides for ap-

weekly to redeem warrants an-
nually.

Each Thursday, for 52 weeks,
a 2-cent redemption stamp would
have to be affixed on each war-
rant to maintain its potential
value. The theory underlying the
stamp attachments is that at
the end of a year there would
be 52 two-cent stamps on the
back of each warrant, or $1.04.
Holder d¢ the warrant would pre-
sent it to the state and receive
$1.00 in cash. The extra four
cents would be retained by the
state to cover administrative ex-
penses.

Warrants would have to be
accepted by tax collecting agen-
cles of political subdivisions in
payment of taxes, and the act
further provides that 50 percent
of state, city, county or other
political subdivision employe sal-
aries must be paid in the scrip.

Held a Direct Tax

Although the plan’s promoters
declare ~merchants in"all classes
of trade will accept the .paper,
the California state chamber of
commerce has asserted the war-
rants could not be deposited in
banks or credited ‘to accounts.
No person, firm or employe in
private industry can be com-
pelled to accept such ‘“printing
press warrants in place of
money.”

Another apparent contradiction
is the thesis that the plan is
not an idea involving new taxa-
tion.: The state must issue the
stamps ‘worth 2 cents, and sell
them for’ cash. In effect, in the
opinion of impartial critics, the
